Large numbers of our citi- 
zens have been arrested and imprisoned withou 
any form of examinetion or any opportunity for 
n hearing, and even when released, have only 
obtained their liberty alter much suffering and 
ry, and without any hope of redress. The 
wholesale massacre of Crabbe and his asso- 
‘@iates without trial in Sonora, as well as the 
seizure and murder of four sick Americans who 
had taken shelter in the house of an American, 
upon the soil of the United States, was commu- 
nieated to Congress at last session. Murders 


of a still more atrocious character have been 


eommitted in the very heart of Mexico, under 


the authority of Miramen’s government, during 


present year. Some of these were on) 
worthy of a barbarous and, if they had not 
been clearly proven, would have seemed impos- 
sible in a conntry which eleims to be civilized. 

Other outrages might be enumerated, but 

these are sufficient to illustrate the wretched 
condition of the country aad the unprotected 
condition of the persons and property of our 
citizens in Mexico.

The Northern new pew have recently re- 


cently republished a brief paragraph from 74. 


Charleston Mercugy, announcing, in a very non- 
chalant style, that a workman engaged on the 
State House, in Columbia, S. C., was recently 
seized by a mob on account, as was alleged, of 
holding anti slavery opinions, and that he re- 
ceived twenty-nine lashes, aud was tarred and 


feathered, and escorted out of the State! 


It took a very few lines to tell th.s story, ac- 
cording to the style of the Southern press; for 
it is a trait of Southern chivalry, first to prac- 


tice cruelty, and then to suppress the f .cts. 


We have seen this unfortunate man, and heard 
his story, and looked at his wounds; His name 
is James l’ower. He is an intelligent young 
map, about twenty t!.ree years of age, a oative 
of Wexford, Ireland, avd a stone-cutter by 
trade. He went from Philadelphia to the South 
and obtamed employinent in Columbia, where 


he had worked for nine months. 


The oniy opinion he ever expressed against 
slavery was that it caused a white Jaborer in the 
South to be looked apon as an inferior and de- 
graded man, But this was enough!
